The Royal Commission on Public Re- 
cords of those solid bodies that 
refuse to be rushed. It does its work con- 
scientiously, and takes its time about it. 
For the past nine years it has been in 
session. Up to 1914 it had issued two re- 
ports, and now it has produced a third. 
[t finds that the custody, arrangement, 
and description of local records are for the 
most part unsatisfactory, and in some cases 
discreditable. The records also of the old 
ecclesiastical courts are in a neglected and 
confused state. A few of the more ancient 
county’ boroughs have taken a pride in 
their town records, but lack the necessary 
accommodation for them. The Commission 
holds that compulsion should be applied 
to prevent the destruction of documents 
that may be of historic interest, and that 
adequate buildings and trained staffs 
should be provided. So far as war records 
are concerned, the Government is urged 
to create a new repository for all official 
documents relating to the great struggle. 
It will come as a surprise to most people 
to learn that, up to April, 1918, there had 
been nearly 300 war-time. commissions and 
committees. The reports of these bodies

tered in St, Mark's School, and also in several 
University compounds, and the Committee of 
Kt.

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'IRIsH COAL INDUSTRY. 
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RESUMED SITTINGS OF IRISH 
__ COMMITTEE. 


EVIDENCE OF COLLIERY 


OWNERS. 

The third public sitting of the Irish Coal In- 
dustry Committee, presided over by Lord 
Justice O'Connor, for the purpose of inquiring 
into the position of, and the conditions prevailing 
in, the Irish coal industry, was held in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. J. J. Parkinson, who is a member of the 
Committee, and the proprietor of the Wolt Hull 
Colliery, in the Leinster coalfields, was first ex- 
amined. : 

In reply to the Chairman, he stated that in 
1910 he first got interested in the Wolf Hill 
coalfield, Previous to that he had been around 


‘some collieries in South Wales and England, and 


also in Pennsylvania and Illinois, and several 
coalfields in Ireland. After going into the mat- 
ter very carefully with Mr. Bailey they took a 
lease of a big area in the Queen’s County, with 
the idea of developing some collieries there. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Bailey, wno was a very 
rich man, died, and he was left with the lease 
of this big place. : 
TRIBUTE TO MR. BURGESS. 

They succeeded in getting a railway built last 
year, primarily through the aid and assistance 
of Mr. G. Burgess, who gave them the 
greatest possible support in the work of deve- 
lopment. 

Mr. William O’Brien said that they wonld all 
like to associate themselves with that expres- 
sion of opinion by Mr. Parkinson. They would 
like to say that they greatly appreciated the 
efforts of Mr. Burgess in promoting the develop- 
ment of the country. 

Captain Wandestorde—I should like to say 
that it was through the aid of Mr. Burgess, to 
a.very large extent, that we succeeded in get- 
ting the Castlecomer Railway. Mr. Burgess 
took a great interest in the matter, and was 
most sympathetic. 

Mr. Parkinson—It was through hie efforts that 
the railways were extended to Wolf Hill and 
Arigna; but for him they would not have been 
constructed. 

Mr. Thomas Foran—There is no doubt 
Mr. Burgess is most. anxious for the develop- 
ment of the industries of the country. 

The Chairman—Yes. Mr. Burgess has shown 
himself to be very keen about Irish development. 
There is no doubt whatever about that, 

Mr. Parkinson said that, if he might make «4 
suggestion to the Committee, it would be thie— 
that instead of regarding themselves as .essen- 
tially a Committee dealing with questions of 
wages and the like, they might look upon the 
matter in another light, and for the moment 


consider themselves as the General Staff of the | 


Irish Industrial Army. His reason for putting it 
that way was that they really were in the posi- 
tion of a people who were about to make an in- 
dustrial attack, as it were, upon the big vested 
interests of English or British industries, and 
he thought they ought to look very carefully 
into their position as a General Staff. They 
would, of course, naturally like to help the sol- 
diers in this army—that is the working people, 
in the matter of housing, wages, feeding, sami- 
tation, and everything like that. But, . after 
all, the main thing was to look at the position 
in order, first, to be able to provide the people 
with work and wages. They were aware, unfor- 
tunately, that they had only thin seams of coal 
in Ireland, particularly in the Leinster fields. 
They were only partially equipped with ma- 
chinery and markets as compared with Eng- 


land and Scotland, which had 100 years’ start, 


had very thick seams, had transit facilities, end 
their markets were beside them Of course, 
the coal created the market, and the market 
then created the demand.

extend to women a hearty welcome. Ae regards 
| the Acquisition of Land (Assessment) Bill, and 
| Local Government (Treland) Bill, the amend- 
ments the Council succeeded in having inserted 
in these bills were of vital importance to the 
profession, securing in the case of the first-men- 
tioned bill a right of audience at inquiries in 
respect of the acquisition of land for public pur- 
poses, such as the many housing schemes now 
under consideration all over the country, and in 
the Local Government Act making the office of 
standing solicitor to a local authority a pension- 
able office. (Hear, hear.) These amendments 
were not secured without a great deal of hard 
work and close attention to the proceedings in 
Parliament, and they were certainly very much 
indebted to Captain Craig, M.P., and Mr. 
Harbison, M.P., beth members of the profes- 
sion, and to other members of Parliament 
named in the report, for their services in the 
matter. The present scale of fees was to re- 
main in force for six months after the termina- 
tion of war. And the date of the termination 
of war was to be fixed by an Order in Council, 
which had not been issued. There could be no 
doubt that since the present scale. was fixed 
there had been a large increase in the cost of 
living and also in all the expenses connected 
with the practising of their profession. 
matter had been several times considered by the 
Council druing the past year, and they col- 
lected a considerable amount of information as 
to prices, expenses, eic., which made it quite 
clear that if the members of the profession were 
to carry on their practice and live they must 
secure an increase in their remuneration. The 
English Society passed a resolution claiming 100 
per cent, increase; but however that might be, 
it would be the duty of the incoming Council to 
take the matter up, and to see that such an in- 
crease was made in the present scale as the cir- 
cumstances warranted. 

Mr. W. T. Sheridan seconded the adoption of 
the report. 

Mr. James Brady said that having regard to 
the coming into operation of the Proportional 
Representation Act he thought that the aystem 
of election should be applied to membership 
of the Council, and he suggested that the mat- 
ter whould be considered by the incoming 
Council. With regard to the amalgamation 
of the two branches of the profession, he quite 
agreed with the report, and thought that they 
would only be beating the air with regard to 
that matter unless they hed a strong public 
opinion behind them.
